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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant filed a response dated 02/28/2007 
wherein the applicant cited that the prior to Casiraghi art does not teach and High density / low-density polymer. Applicant cited Table 1 on 
Col 6 of the prior art as support. The examiner has reviewed the arguments and has found them to not persuasive. Table 6 is merely used 
to illustrate a few examples in which possible combinations of polymers may be mixed together. The grounds of rejection were base on 
Col 4 in the office action dated 10/3/2006. Casiraghi teaches in column 4 that the polymers could comprise up to 60% of weight since the 
hydroxide will generally by around 40%-75% in weight. In this example if hydroxide is 40% then the polymers will be 60%. Further, lines 
25-50 of column 4 to Casiraghi states that any possible combination of materials can be used to comprise of the hi/lo density polymer 
mixture. Within this list are both examples of hi and low-density polyethylene of which is the same material used by the applicant 
(Specification Page 4 (whole page). The examiner has added a data sheet in which eva qualifies as a mixture compound for high density. 
The density values of EVA as noted in the attachment is .891-.996 with a MFR of .15 to 21. Therefore the grounds of rejection are 
maintained. 
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
